Universalism and died in the faith 
His 


services were much sought after on 
funeral and marriage occasions, not only 
in Deciitur but elsewhere List Sunday 
he preached two sermons at Boody, and 
on the Wednesday before he married a 
couple at that place 
He came home 


Monday and spent Christmas with his 
children and grandchildren. 


David P. Bnnn was born in Boss 


county, Ohio, August 16, 1812, and was 
in the 7Cth year of his age at time of his 
d-nth 
He lived in Ohio until 1836, when 


the family reniovd toafarm near Bioom- 
mgton, 111, where they resided until 1840, 
when they located on a (arm in Friends 
Creek township, this com ty, three miles 
north of Argenta. It was at this time 
that Bev Bnnn began preaching TJmver- 
salism, and in 1842 he was stationed in 
charge of the church at Mt Pulaski, HI., 
to which town the family removed 
The 


deceased filled uppointments at Decitnr, 
Springfield, Bochester and other points 
In 1848 Bev Bunn was called to become 
pastor of the First TJmveraahst chnrch at 
Iowa City, Iowa. He r»mamed there a 
year, returning to Mt. Pulaski with his 
family in 1849 
He resumed preaching 


there until his removal to Decatur in 
the' spring of 1854, when he became 
the regular pastor of the society 
in this city, filling other appoint- 
ments. 
When 
the war broke ont 


he enlisted in the Federal service and be- 
came chaplain of the 56th Illinois Begi- 
ment 
He was mustered into the scrnoe 


Fob. 27,1862, serving about 18 
He resigned because of ill health. Ha 
came home sick and was ill a long time 
very near dying. His later yearn have 
been given np to the active ministry,

The Beading Railroad strike has 


leached a point at which it becomes a 
•ational outrage, and the public safety 
ijmands, that some measures be at once 
taken -o put a stop to the ruinous affair.
